\Cadillac Sales 


And Production 
Up 116% Over 1527 


New. York, March 17.—Produc- 
tion and sales of cars by the 
Cadillac Motor Car Company dur- 
ing the first two months of 1928 
exceeded those of 1927 by more 
than 116 per cent., and shipments 
were nearly 100 per cent. greater 
than in the same period of last 
year, according to a statement re- 
leased this week by Lawrence P. 
Fisher, president of the company. 

During each of the past three 
years, the company’s production and 
sales have exceeded those of the 
preceding year by more than 25 per 
cent., the increase in the three 
years having totaled, 98 per cent. 
The tentative schedule adopted

A. A.A. Hails Decision on 
Gasoline Tax in [Illinois

SS March 17.—The 
recent decision of the Iili- 
nois Supreme Court holding un- 
constitutional the 2-cent gasoline 
tax in that state was declared by 
officials of the American Automo- 
bile Association here today “one 
of the most decisive victories ever 
won by this country’s reorganized 
motordom.” 

While the decision in Illinois 
could have no effect on the gas tax 
laws of other states, it was pointed 
out that the case just ended would 
certainly call attention to state laws 
elsewhere and open the way for test-

ing their constitutionality. The 
Ohio law is being tested now. 

The laws in individual states vary 


greatly, but the gasoline tax is now 
practically nation-wide. For that 
reason, officials of the A. A. A. said, 
the Illinois decision will be studied 
closely everywhere. 

Members of the A. A. A. are on 


record as in favor of a reasonable 
tax, one official said. But they are 
not in faver of a tax that they con- 


sider unreasonably high or that 
smacks of double taxation. The 
size of the tax, they think, must 
depend on the condition of roads 
in the state and on other circum- 
stances.

Few, if any, factories report being 
less than a full peak month’s pro- 
duction behind on orders and in 
many cases the unfilled orders alone 
would have the plant going at full 
speed for six or eight weeks. 

Employment Swing Upward 

Detroit employment registered 
another jump upward this week, 
with an increase of 2,401 on the 
payrolls of the Employers’ Asso- 
ciation. This. brings the total em- 
ployed by the association up &* 
241,113, which is about 13,500 more 
than were working in Detroit 
proper a year ago at this time. 
Further increases are looked for 
as the season advances. 

Increases in dealer personnel are

SURVIVES TEST OF 
WINTER SEASON 


Dealer - Owned Unit 
Proves Successful 
Venture 


By H. H. JAMES 

ANSAS CITY, March 17.— 

Winter, the time of trouble for 
most automobile wrecking con- 
cerns, failed to dent the United 
Auto Wrecking Company, the deal- 
er-owned salvage organization 
here. The company kept up op- 
erations throughout the winter, 
with parts sales growing and the 
business becoming more firmly 
fixed as a vital unit in the motor 
car business in Kansas City. 

A large percentage of automobile 
salvage concerns close during the 
winter months. Those that do stay 
in business often hang on without 
attempting to keep up operations, 
and allow used cars to accumulate 
in the hands of dealers. The United 
Company has been following an en- 
tirely different policy, and the re- 


Sults have exceeded the expectations | 


of the dealers in the organization. 
Last October the company issued 
its first parts catalogue. This cata- 
logue and price list was the first at- 
tempt, at least in Kansas City, to 
standardize the used parts business. 
The catalogues were no sooner in 
the hands of garagemen and dealers 
in the Kansas City territory than 
business began to increase. By the 


middle of the winter sales had! 


grown until they averaged around 
$300 a day. This average has been 
cut but very little since, and now, 
with spring opening up, sales are in- 
creasing. Profits of the company 
have been sufficient to maintain the 
capital of $50,000 intact, pay all op- 
erating expenses and build up a 
working surplus that would even per- 
mit a dividend. And the company 
is not yet a year old. 

A supplemental catalogue will be 
issued this spring, and this is ex- 
pected to further increase sales. The 
company also has advertised con- 
sistently in the Kansas City daily 
newspapers. 

The confidence of the public in 
the policy of the United Company 
that no car it acquires will go back 
into use, is shown in a recent trans- 
action. A taxicab company operat- 
ing about fifty cabs went into a 
receivership here a few months ago. 
When the assets were sold recently 
they were purchased by the Yellow 
Cab and Baggage Company. This 
company then offered the fifty cabs 
for sale with the stipulation they 
were not to go back into use. Many 
of the cabs had been used less than 
a year and were in good condition. 
The bid of the United Company was 
30 per cent. under the highest bid, 
but it got the cabs. The Yellow Cab 
and Baggage Company wanted to be 
sure the cabs would not go back 
in operation and they took the 
lower price. Power units from these 
cabs will be featured in the new 
catalogue to be issued this spring. 

One of the large motor car 
manufacturing organizations has 
made a survey of dealer-owned 
wrecking companies in the United 

States over a period of several 

months, and has Kansas 

City organization as “Yard No. 

2.” This survey showed the 

United Company had, in the 

period of the survey, purchased 7 

per cent. fewer cars than two 

other organizations, but had paid 
the dealers 37 per cent. more for 
the cars. Also, the gross income 
of the Kansas City company was 

26 ‘per cent. more than the other 

yards, and that the United Com- 

pany spent 98 per cent. more in 
advertising. 

Tom, H. Shagrue, manager of the 
United Company, in discussing the 
situation here, said:— 

“Dealer co-operation has been a 
big factor in the .gains made by 
this organization. Here in Kansas 
City, between 80 and 85 per cent. 
of the dealers are co-operating to 
make the wrecking company a suc- 
cess, and to put unfit used cars out 
of circulation.”

EATTLE, WASH., March 17.— 
The first indication of new car 

sales improving over a year ago 
here is given by registration fig- 
ures compiled by the Motor List- 
ing Company for King county for 
the first seven days of March. 
This year the seven-day total is 
238, compared to 223 for the same 
period of 1927. 


However, general reports still are 
that business is slow. While the 
Ford assembling plant is turning 
out some cars, none came early 
enough to go into the records dur- 
ing February. The Ford plant re- 
sumed March 1, and this has helped 
increase the total thus far this 
month, dispite the .small number 
of Fords actually assembled and de- 
livered to date. :

* Noxious Fumes

F us that the air of our modern cities, laden with) 


noxious vapors from the exhausts of our motor vehicles, 
has become dangerous to health and even life. There is no} 
proof that anything of the kind really exists. Air is the 
great solvent of monoxide fumes, which are the deadly by-' 
products of combustion in the automobile engine. It is 
unlikely that the fumes released into the open air carry 
any threat to public health, but they do undoubtedly carry 
fresh infliction on the sensitive nose. 

To the many more or less unpleasant smells of close- 
packed city life, the motor vehicle has added something else, 
which cannot be described as pleasant. Even though it is 
not dangerous, the acrid smell of exhaust gases could be 
dispensed with without regret. 

In a recent issue of the Automotive Daily News we 
carried a long letter from Dr. Max von Recklinghausen, with 
a suggestion of an easy method of eliminating the unpleasant 
odors of incompletely burned fuel. We do not know how effec- 
tive Dr. Recklinghausen’s suggestion would be in practical 
application, but we do know that the idea is worth considera- 
tion by the automotive industry. 

Some years ago there appeared in a German comic 
paper, a picture showing two peasants watching the new 
lords of their domain pass in a motor car. The gnarled and 
bent old woman remarked to her husband: “Phere goes the 
new lord and his lady. Ain’t they grand?” “Yeh,” muttered 
the old man, “they’re grand, but don’t they smell bad.”” Our 
modern motor cars surely are “grand,” but in their wake, 
from least to greatest, they leave no such tempting aroma 

that~men care to linger long behind them.

Fargo, N. D., March 17.—North 
Dakcta farms are being motorized 
with great rapidity, says Dr. Coul- 
ter, president of the North Dakota 
Agricultural College. Dr. Coulter 
points out that motor § truck 
registrations have quadrupled in 
North Dakota in the last four 
years. 

The total registrations for these 
years were: 1924—4,682; 1925—11,881; 
1926—12,250; 1927—15,869. 

That by far the greater portion of 
the recent purchases of motor 
trucks in North Dakota have gone 
to the farms is shown by an analysis 
of the registration figures. Of the 
15,869 trucks registered from the 
ten larger cities of the state, Fargo, 
Valley City, Jamestown, Bismarck, 
Mandan, Dickinson, Williston, Minot, 

Devils Lake and Grand Forks, there 
were 2,800 registered. Allowing 
2,500 more scattered over the state 
which are ‘used for commercial pur- 
poses other than farming, there are 
left 10,500 trucks owned and oper- 
ated by the farmers of the state. 
Most of the farm produce such as 
grain and livestock are now moved 
to market with trucks.

ASHINGTON, March 17.— 
Sales of American cars and 

trucks already exceed those of 
foreign competitors in Rumania, 

| Turkey and Greece, and it is es- 
timated that by the end of this 
year the majority of sales in Bul- 
garia and Yugoslavia as well will 
be American. 

This is the optimistic note in a 
special report by H. H. Kelly, Amer- 
ican automotive trade commissioner 
at Paris, who has just completed a 
journey through the countries of 
southern Europe. 

The total volume of cars and 

trucks sold during 1927 in the five 

countries is estimated at 11,820, of 

which number 8,220, or about 70 

per cent., were of American origin. 

According to Kelly, probably the 
most significant fact in this situ- 
ation is the high total of sales last 
year in proportion to registration. 
Registrations of cars and trucks at 

the end of 1926 totaled approximate- 





ly 46,478. New sales in 1927 
|}amounted to 25 per cent. of this 
number. 

The past year is the best that 


these markets have experienced in 
motor vehicle sales, yet 1928 is ex- 
pected to mark a further notable 
increase, the report predicts. 

“Entry into this market of new 
models of a low-priced American 
car, after a year of partial inactiv- 
ity,” Kelly writes, “should prove a 
stimulant to sales. Other ‘makes, 
moreover, are steadily growing in 
favor and may be expected to cx- 
tend their own business in propor- 
tion.”
